with William Darden concerning Senator Russell's request that he be 
furnished information available to the Agency concerning the sources of 
information on the Sino- Soviet rilt inform ation. I advised Darden that 
we were new prepared to do this but that General Carter felt it would fee 
more useful if he could brief the Senator and he would do this at the 
Senator* t convenience. Mr, Darden was requested to take this up with 
Senator Russell and advise us. Carden said he would apeak to Senator 
Russell and let us know. 

2, | | Talked with Boyd Crawford with 

reference to Ms request that Mr. McCone or General Carter brief the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee on certain aspects of our intelligence 
capabilities with respect to the nuclear test ban treaty. At General 
Carter's request. I advised Crawford that the General felt that this was 
a subject which Mr. McCone was so intimately familiar that it was his view 
that he (General Carter} would not bo the best witness for the Agency. 

I explained that Mr. McCone expected to be in town next week but carefully 
made the point that neither the General nor I could commit the Director on 
this hut we would raise it upon his return. Mr. Crawford agreed that they 
would defer their request to the Agency and would await word from us next 
week. 


3. Talked with Mr. Blandford suggesting that 

there fee included in the amended draft of our retirement bill a provision 
making determinations of the DCX final and not subject to court review, 

Mr. Blandford agreed and a clean bill will fee forwarded to Mm tomorrow.
